MOVES AS TO THE FUTURE 


Mart Be Initiated by United States — 


Answer Makes Clear the Attitude of 
• 
, Great Britain Alongside the Attitude 
| of America M te Nicaraguan Canal 


Washington, March 12.—Ambassador 


Pauncefote yesterday received the re- 
ply of the British government to the 
amendments to the Eay-Paunc«fote 
treaty, made by the senate, and he at 
ence communicated it to Secretary Hay. 


The secretary and the ambassador 


were closeted together for half an hour. 
At the conclusion ef the conference it 
was stated that the British government 
did not see its -way clear to the accept- 
ance of the senate amendments. 
These 


amendments were treated in detail at 
some length, in argumentative fashion, 
the purpose of the British government 
being to show that it had sound reason 
for declining to accept them. 
After 


disposing of the details, the note con- 
cluded with an expression of regret that 
such a conrae -was forced upon the Brit- 
ish government. 
There was nothing 


In the nature of a counter proposition, 
nor was any opening left for fu/ther 
action by the British government. 
It 


wn« stated that if there is to be a fur- 
ther attempt to amend the Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty, so as to authorize the United 
States to construct a waterway across 
the isthmus, it remains for the United 
(States to make the overture: the Brit- 
ish government simply drops the matter 
at this point. 


No opportunity offered yesterday af- 


ternoon for a conference between the 
president and Secretary Hay respecting 
the British answer; therefore it can- 
not yet be slated what action, if any, 
•will be taken by our government. It is 
Btate.d that there is no hurry, even in 
the event that it shall be decided to in- 
vite Great Britain to join in fresh ne- 
gotiations as to an isthmian canal, con- 
gress not being in session to consider a 
treaty if one should be framed. 
Tiie 


belief seems to be warranted that there 
will be no further negotiations on the 
subject in the immediate future, unless 
come event not now foreseen by the 
officials causes a radical change in the 
situation. 


For the present the text of the Brit- 


ish answer will be withheld from pub- 
lication on this side of the water, at 
least, though it is said that, after the 
president has thoroughly considered the 
matter, some general statement may bo 
made as to the points developed. 


The British answer is quite long, aa 


Buch documents go, and would make 
about two newspaper columns. 
The 


tone of the reply is distinctly friendly 
throughout, particularly so in the con- 
eluding assurances of good will and a 
desire to ce-operate in the realization 
of this undertaking. 


The 
Hay-Fauncefote 
negotiations 


have been in progress for something 
over two years, and, owing to the great 
Interests involved, they have constitut- 
ed the chief international question .it 
Issue before the state department. The 
treaty was signed Brier to the opening 
of the Fifty-sixth congress, and was 
submitted to the senate in December, 
1899. It at ence encountered opposition 
in that body, but, after considerable de- 
lay, was ratified after several amend- 
ments had been adopted. The chief is- 
sue was made on what is known as the 
Davis amendment. 
While in terms 


this did not gire the United States a 
right to fortify the canal, yet in gen- 
eral language it expressed the right 
of 'this country to adopt such measures 
in regard to the canal as were deemed 
necessary for the proper maintenance of 
American authority. 


After extended debate in executive 


session this and two other amendments 
to the treaty were adopted, and the 
treaty was ratified as amended. The 
two other amendments abrogated the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty and struck out 
the provision of the treaty which ia- 
yited other foreign governments to ex- 
press their approval of it. 


As the amendments created conditions 


Which the British government had not 
concurred in when the original treaty 
was made, it was necessary to present 
the instrument in its amended form to 
that government for its approval. 


The effect of the British answr can- 


not be to restore the life of the Hay- 
JPauncefote treaty so fur as now ap- 
pears. 
That document has a distinct 


limitation within which it cotild be 
ratified, aud no doubt seems to exist 
among officials that the period expired 
When the senate adjourned. 
The an- 


swer is chiefly important, therefore, as 
waking clear the attitude of the British 
government alongside the attitude of 
the American government 
With the 


two positions thus clearly denned, il 
MtnalBS to be seen whether the United 
States government will carry on such 
further negotiations as may reconcile 
differences an<3 bring about a common 
ground of action.

BUILDINGS WRECKED 


By the Burning- of Two Dams at 


Wanskuck, R. I. 


Providence, March 12.—Two dams at

FOUND DYING IN FIELD 


Big; Blacksmith Shortly After- 


ward Expired 


A HAND NEARLY' SEVERED 


Possibility of Suicide, but Failure to 


Find Weapon or a Trail of Blood 
Leading to Scene of Tragedy Lead* 
Police to Suspect Blurder 


Boston, March 12.— With his left hand 


Almost completely severed from 
the 


arm, 
and hi« life blood welling out from 


the arteries into a pool by his side, Mi- 
chael J. Keenan, 3C, a big, strapping 
blacksmith, was found bleeding to 
death yesterday afternoon, four miles 
from his home iu J.'imaice Plain, in a 
field on the outskirts of Brookllne. 


The man was alive when first dis> 


covered, but di«d soon after, whether 
n victim of foul play or as the result of 
self-iuflicted injuries the police have 
not a's yet been able to determine. For 
some hours after the discovery the mur- 
der theory held full sway, until the po- 
lice learned that Keenan had been seeii 
earlier in the day with' a hatchet in his 
hand, and this, coupled with the fact 
that he wab known to hare been slight- 
ly unbalanced, seemed 'to point to sui- 
cide. 
Still, a careful search of the 


vicinity failed to reveal the hatchet, 
and there was asj?arently no trail of 
blood, showing that Keeuan bled to 
death nearly on the spot where bis hand 
was cut off. 


A little dog led his master* James 


Toomey, to the scene of the tragedy. 
Toomey was walking along the road, 
with his dog running through the ad- 
jacent fields, when he noticed that the 
animal stopped at some object and then 
commenced to howl. 1 he man c-limbed 
the fence aud crossed the field, coming 
upon the blood-soaked man. 
Keenan 


was lying iu a great pool of blood. 
Toomc-y was horrified to fiud that his 
hand was ali&oat cut off, while he 
seemed to be suffering 
from 
other 


wounds. 
Just as Toomey arrived, 


Keenan gave a great heave and expired. 


The nearest house was some distance 


off, while the police station was four 
miles away, so that it was some time be- 
fore the local authorities arrived oil the 
scene. 
The medical examiner arrived 


not long after. 
He decided that death 


was doe to a hemorrhage from the ar- 
teries of the arm. He gave an opiniou 
that* the hand had been cut off by an 
axe. 
Nothing of the kind was found, 


while there seemed to be no trail of 
blood leading into the field, only the 
pool m which Keenan fairly wallowed 
in his death struggle. 


Everything seemed to point to the 


murder theory uatil vrord was receh ed 
that Keenan had been seen 
in the 


morning with 
an axe in his hand. 


Gradually more information came in as 
to Keeuan's peculiarities, his unsound 
mental condition, as well as a court 
record of some length, but the BrooU- 
line authorities are still working on the 
murder theory. 
It was .pointed out 


that a man could not have' lived more 
than 10 minutes with the arteries of 
his arm fully opened, and that there 
are no convenient logs which he could 
'have used for a chopping block. 
The 


failure to find the hatchet, however, 
and an unfortunate dispute with a Ja- 
maica Plain Binn, leading to his arrest, 
gave the .Brooklint authorities the in- 
centive to investigate farther into the 
' tragedy.

Crisis In Shoe Troubles 


North Brookfield 


A BEDUCTION IS EESISTEI 


By Over Eleven Hundred Operatives, 


Who Declare Their Intention of Re- 
maining Out —• Collapse of the Shoe 
Industry In the Town May Result 


Norti Brookfield, Mass., March 12.— 


There was beguu yesterday 
in the 


shoe factory of E. & A. Batchelder an 
almost unanimous strike of the 1150 
operatives employed, because of the an- 
nouncement of a reduction of 10 per- 
cent in their pay. The report that only 
84 operatives returned to work was tele- 
graphed to the owners in Boston, and 
ii*bijoui»e was immediately received to 
the efi'ect that the mill should at once 
be closed. 
The whistle did not sound 


at noon, and all .efforts to keep the 
factory in operation have been aban- 
doned. 


The strikers are determined to resist 


the reduction of 10 percent, and refuse 
to listen to any proposals in that di- 
rection; the owners of the factory are 
believed to be equally obstinate as to 
the granting of any concession in their 
decision to reduce the pay. 
There has 


not been any disturbance, and the po- 
lice do not anticipate any trouble.' 


One of the firm, who has to deal with 


the strikers cannot come here before 
tomorrow, so it is probable the matter 
will have to stand as it is until that 
time, although he is quoted as saying 
that the factory will not be opened until 
a majority of the operatives signify 
their intention to return to work at the 
new schedule of wages. 


Messrs. Palmar and Barry 
of the 


state board of arbitration met the com- 
mittee of the employes, and 
after- 


wards saw Superintendent Wood of the 
Bntchelder factory. 
They have made 


arrangements for a conference with 
President Batchelder. 
Mr. Palmer is 


looking up the manufacturers' side of 
the case. 
He ascertained the wages 


paid in the Brockton factories, and the 
comparison, it is said, revealed the fact 
that lower wages were paid here than 
elsewhere. 


President Tobin of the Boot and Shoe 


Workers' union is here in the interests 
of the body he represents, although he 
has made no effort to organize a union. 


In announcing the reduction, last 


week, the firm said that it was neces- 
sary for them to take the step in order 
to be able to meet their competitors, 
but that a system of profit sharing 
would be introduced in a few months. 
The employes were not satisfied at the 
time and maintained that by economy 
in certain directions a reduction of 
wages would be unnecessary. 


There is some fear tliat if the trouble 


Is of long duration it may load to the 
withdrawal from this town of the shoe 
factories.

Jackson had no cotton in his fortifica- 
tions during the battle of New Orleans.

They are proud 
of it as a master example of what might 
be called Yankee cunning, and before 
you could shatter their faith in the story 
you could persuade them that Wash 
ington didn't cross the Delaware nnd 
that Benedict Arnold was a high minded 
American patriot.

COLOSSAL NAVAL ARCH. 


Magnificent Marble Water Gate 


Planned for New York. 


TO BE PLACED AT THE BATTEET. 


Design lacluderi a Splendid Arch 163 


Feet Kish—Will Cont • Milliou Dol- 
lam—DUilaBTitahed Vlaltor* Will 
Be Received Tbez«~Proml9em of 
Financial Support. 
Supported by the promise of several 


of the wealthiest men of the United 
States that sufficient money for its 
completion slia.il be forthcoming, the 
committee of the alumni association of 
the United States Naval academy has 
had completed the plans for a colos- 
sal naval area and water gate to be 
erected at the Battery in New York, 
says The Herald. 


These plans are for a water gate 


and area of white marble, to cost near- 
ly a raiUien dollars. Tae top of the 
massive quadriga surmounting it will 
tower 165 feet in the air. 
j 


According to Park Benjamin, the 


cnairKon of the committee, the arch 
will be located on the sea wall of the 
> 


Battery at tie foot of Broadway, so 
that the top of the quadriga will be 
visible from that street as far north 
as the postoffice. 
Two abutments, 


lighted by great beacons, will extend 
about 30 feet Into the bay. Inside of 
these the walls will be dug away, mak- 
t 


ing a landing of about 150 feet wide, , 
at which visiting; dignitaries can be 
received. Great wide steps of white 
marble will lead to the arch. 
! 


The latter, which will be made of ' 


pure white marble, will be 125 feet 
high by 125 feet wide and 40 feet thick. 
Colossal figures of John Paul Jones 
and Admiral Farragut will stand on its 
front. Beneath these will be their fa- 
mous orders to their sailocs: "Strike no 
flags; we haven't begun to fight yet," 
and "Damn the torpedoes! Go ahead." 
At the rear, facing the city, will be 
similar figures of Commodore Perry 
and Captain Lawrence, with the in- 
scriptions, "We have met the enemy, 
and they are ours," and "Don't give 
up the ship." Inside the arch, four 
on each side, will be statues of famous 
naval commanders. 


Great seals of the United States will 


adorn the front. "The seals of the state 
and city of New York will be affixed at 
the back. On the side Jwfll be those of 
the navy and of the ~NaVal academy. 
Tablets bearing the names of famous 
naval commanders will be secured to 
the upper part over the arch. On the 
Inner summit ,-will be emblazoned in 
great characters?" "To the Navy." From 
the rear a wide marble -walk of road 
lined with statues -witt extend to 
Broadway.

with. The idea back of the bill is to 
require physical examinations and an 
inquiry into the parentage of the ap- 
plicants to the end that their union 
may be prevented in the event that 
conditions inimical to the welfare of 
society should be foreshadowed as a 
result of marriage.

larity. As each woman conies from 
the steam table she sets her tray in 
front of a young woman sitting at a 
table, who gives her a check to the 
amount of what sbe has ordered. When 
she has finished her meal, she carries 
her tray back to the kitchen. An un- 
usually low scale of prices prevail*. 
The usual bill of fare is as follewar 


Soups, 5 cents; meats, 6 cents; sand- 


wiches, two for 6 cents; one slice of 
bread.

3 cents; cheese, 1 cent; three olives, 
1 cent; pickled onions, 1 cent; cucum- 
ber pickles, 1 cent, and cookies, two 
for 3 cents. 


For the privilege of lunching here 


and of using the lounging room, which 
has been very prettily fitted up, a fee 
of 25 cents a month is asked, amount- 
ing: to about a penny a day. Of those 
who do not take out membership tick- 
ets a guest fee of 5 cents is required. 
Even including this 15 cents will pro- 
cure an excellent lunch, and this has 
been the maximum price of a meal. 
The lunchroom is an attractive place. 
The color- scheme is dark green. A 
wainscot extends around the room, 
and above this is a dark green paper 
with startlingly large yellow flowers.

A grand colonization scheme which is 


organized to provide homes for soldiers 
has been formulated in Indiana. 
The 


corporation covers the states of Indi- 
ana, Iowa. Ohio, Kansas, Nebraska, 
Missouri, South Dakota and Illinois. 
The scheme includes the acquisition by 
the association of a large tract of land 
In Oklahoma territory, options on 80,- 
000 acres having already been secured. 


A committee of seven will be in 


charge of the colwny, one fr«m each of 
the states represented, and the election 
of these committeemen will be held at 
stated intervals. There Is no expecta- 
tion of profit by any individual, the 
colony being on a co-operatjve basi». 
Ten thousand shares are issued at $25 
each, and all have been taken by veter- 
ans who want to Improve their condi- 
tion. 


For every share of stock the holder is 


entitled to one vote in the meetings. 
Each member is entitled also to the 
equivalent of land at the appraised 
value for each share of stock he takes. 
It is the intention to lay out a city in 
the center of the colony, which will be 
established in the eastern part of the 
territory.

Mr. Perkins has particularly 


distinguished himqelf in the foreign 
field. In 1897 he settled to the satis- 
faction of all concerned difficult prob- 
lems that had arisen between his com- 
pany and several European govern- 
ments. He straightened out complica- 
tions that had arisen with Austria 
and obtained the readmission of tbe 
company to Switzerland.

"It is noted that the call for a reform 


in the curriculum of the schools has 
finally found a response, and the Cam 
bridge school departmeni. has the dis- 
tinction of being the first to recognize 
in a substantial way the popular pro- 
test again&t the impracticable trend of 
the last ten years. A year ago Super- 
intendent Cogswell asked and secured 
permission from the school boaid of 
that city to investigate and make such 
changes in the curriculum as should 
be deemed necessary, and, as his first 
step, submitted a request to the teach- 
ers of the first and 
second grades-, 


where there seemed to be the greatest 
need of remodelling, that suggestions 
might te offered. Forty-five of the 
teachers responded, a large majority 
believing that it was necessary to re- 
apportion the time given to different 
subjects, e;> that reading, spelling and 
language shall have more time given 
them, ana nature study, music and 
drawing less time. In accordance with 
this Idea, changes have been made so 
that the number of lessons in nature 
study, music and drawing are to be re- 
duced one half ana the time devoted to 
them one-third. A more definite pro- 
gram of work in spelling has also been 
assigned. Not only has reform along 
practical lines been introduced in the 
primary grades, but similar adapta- 
tions of tl.j course of study in gram- 
mar grades are planned and teachers 
in those grades have been asked to 
contribute suggestions from their ex- 
periences. The superintendent has re- 
commended a complete revision of 
courses of study during the year. What 
Cambridge has done every city shou.d 
do, and that includes Haverhill.—Hav- 
erhill Gazette.

BIG WATEft POWER SCHEME. 


To Deliver Blcctvte*! Energy at Da- 


Intt and Superior. 


Initial papers in what is one of the 


moat ambitious i and may prove to be 
one of the.aiest important water power 
enterprises of the country have been 
filed at Dulutbji says the New York 
Times. The HJrhlmnd Canal and Pow- 
er company filed its papers in con- 
demnation proceedings for a water 
power caHai-60 miles long, designed to 
deliver at the head of the hill above 
Duluth water, _tfiat will generate 100,- 
000 horsepower electrical energy ev- 
ery 24 hours ftt the meters of consum- 
ers in Duluth and at Superior. 


The canal will follow swamps, wa- 


ter courses and lakes from north of 
the great "continental divide" and will 
drain an area of 2,500 square miles, 
the water from most of which now 
flows north to Hudson bay. The 
storm flow, reduced to an amount far 
less than any calculations have shown 
it to ever dwindle to and providing 
amply for all possible losses, gives suf- 
ficient water to provide the power cal- 
culated upon. Stsch is the nature of 
the country traversed, the value of 
the lands taken for waterway and stor- 
age reservoirs and the character of the 
ground worked ia that the cost of this 
entire system will be little more than 
the mere cost of the tail race of the 
Cataract Construction company that 
generates 55,000 horsepower at Niaga- 
ra Falls. 


The company proposes to sell power 


delivered at consumers' meters on a 
sliding scale, similar to that of the 
Niagara concerns, but at prices about 
33 per cent less. It claims that there 
are about 30,000 horsepower of steam 
engines here and at Superior that will 
be glad to connect as soon as the com- 
pany completes its works and that the 
price at which power will be furnished 
will soon increase this very greatly. 


The canal will also serve as a thor- 


oughfare for logs, cord wood, pulp wood 
and other forest products, of which 
millions of dollars' worth now stand 
along its proposed line and cannot be 
reached except by railroads yet to be 
built. 


Railroads reaching from Duluth to 


the limits of this canal scheme have 
vertical alignments, similar to the teeth 
of a saw, and horizontal alignments, 
resembling a pig's tail. That a prac- 
tically slack water canal could be built 
over the same course and be shorter 
than the roads was the discovery a 
year ago of a young New York engi- 
neer, a graduate of the Columbia 
School of Mines, named Frank Coke- 
fair. With but two low locks and with 
a current of one or two miles an hour 
this canal would deliver water within 
two miles of Duluth harbor at a 
height of 765 feet above the harbor, 
and the fall would generate enormoi10 
power at remarkably low cost^

It is not the intention of 
the postoffice department, however, to 
withdraw the stamps now on sale from 
circulation, so those who prefer the 
regular article can have them for the 
asking. 


These stamps, which are issued to 


commemorate the Pan-American expo- 
sition at Buffalo, are to be of denomi- 
nations of 1, 2, 4, 5, 8 and 10 cents. 
They are to be of about the same size 
as those in use at present. The bor 
ders take the colors of the regular se- 
ries of the same denominations at this 
date. All the central illustrations are 
from photographs, as the objects rep- 
resented appear' today, and are to be 
printed in black.

"\fhen I was much younger," said the

It was in a little canyon, a 
thousand miles from nowhere, ugly black 
peaks all around us, and lonely — well, 
lonely is no name for it. 


"One day, while Whicher was in the 


hole and me at tho windlass be beard the 
bell. It was clear as jay voice and seemed 
right over a mountain spur, where we 
knew there was no living being for three 
days' travel. It rang awhile and then 
stopped. Nest day it rang again, slow, 
solemn and plainer than ever. It was 
broad daylight, and that made the thing 
all the worse, which sounds funny, but is 
true. We stood it four times, and then 
Whicher climbed out of the hole and said, 
'Let's go.' I was willing. I believe we 
had a good thing, but that bell — it was 
too many for us. It makes my flesh cfawl 
to think about it even now."' — New Or- 
leans- Times-Democrat..

This was due to the lack of 
any contest in connection with the elec 
tion of officers, and the absence of any 
grievances which calleu. for discus- 
sion. The ueleg-ates expect ti> leave 
for their homes this evening ,the con- 
vention having been one of much in- 
terest and importance in spite 'of its 
brevity. 


The election of officers came yester- 


day afternoon ,earlier than was ex- 
pected, but as there were no contests, 
only one vote was taken, the secretary 
being instructed to cast one ballot for 
each of the men nominated. The old 
officers were re-elected/ with the excep 
tion of vice-president, William Dob- 
son of this city, who declined to serve 
again on account of the duties of his 
office as general secretary of the in 
ternational union. 


The officers elected were as follows: 


President, John T. Walsh of Boston 
union number 3; vice-president, R. A. 
Hennessey of Springfield union number 
1; secretary, L .D. Cullen of Waltham 
union number 15; treasurer, P.

Kelly of Newton union number 32. The 
election of organizer was left till today 
and will be put over till after the dis- 
cussion of the new constitution "Which 
was begun this af ternloon. The new con- 
stitution provides for the appointment 
of the organizers instead of their elec- 
tion.

been a hard and faithful worker for the 
union. Treasurer Kelly's term of 
office has been the same as that of the 
others, and his re election testifies to 
the esteem in which he is held by the 
members 'of the union. Mr. Hennessey 
is a young man who has taken a lively 
interest in the welfare of the craft, 
and who is expected to take an active 
part in the growth of the union. 


After the addiess of welcome by Wil- 


liam Dobson and response by Presi- 
dent Walsh yesterday afternoon, the 
reports of the president, secretary and 
treasurer were in order, as reported 
yesterday. 
The president's 
report 


showed that during the year three new 
unions had been organized, in Taunton, 
Cambridge and Roxbury. The 'organ- 
ization of uniojts is under way 
at 


Gloucester, Marlboro, _ Woburn, Hyde 
Park and Beverly. The president de-- 
voted some time to urging the mem- 
bers to maintain th& movement for the 
shorter work day, and to use greater 
activity in advancing the interests of 
the union. 


The following c'ommittee •was 
ap- 


pointed to consider the reports of the 
officers: Delegates Bowler of Spring- 
field, McDonough of Westfield, and 
Dockendorff of Fitchburg.

Mr. Bailey of the state board took some 
pictures and specimens of work from 
the schools here to be incorporated in 
the state exhibit anld these specimens 
attracted considerable attention from 
their excellence. The following letter to

known local man -will be read with in- 
terest; 
Editor of the Transcript: 


Havinfe been a resident of your city 


for several years during which time I 
formed many warm ties and tender 
associations for the city and everything 
relating to its welfare. Tonight I was 
very agreeably surprised to hear Eng- 
lish genltlemen who were interested in 
good schools and educational systems 
in general, praise the schools of North 
Adams. I thought that perhaps those at 
home who are interested in and are 
proud of the North Adams schools 
would like to hear what these gentle- 
men hsd to say of the same. 


It seems that the educational ex- 


hibits of the United States at the Paris 
exposition! have been loaned to an Eng- 
lish society for the promotion of bet- 
ter educational systems. This society 
has been exhibiting these American ex- 
hibits in all of the principal cities of 
Great Britain. At the present time they 
are here in Manchester. 


Two gerJtlemen who are stopping in 


the same hotel with myself had re- 
turned to the hotel during the evening 
and their conversation turned to this ex 
hiWt from which they had just re- 
turned. 


It seems that the exhibit from the 


schools of North Adams had particular- 
ly attracted their attention.

HOLDS 1230 ACRES OF LAND 


Well Known labor Writer Here 


Patrick Lally of Waltham, who is a 


delegate to the bricklayers' and^ ma- 
sons' convention now in session in this 
city, and a member of the press com- 
mittee, is one of the -w.ell known labor 
union writers in the state. He is a 
frequent contributor to labor periodi- 
cals, and last year published a' book

The book is a volume of 
over 150 pages, taking up a number of 
topics in connection with the growth 
of labor unionism, and 
presents a

Largi Holdings in Pownal In Name of 


V. A, Whitaker, for Water Protection 


W. S. Carson writes in the Bonton 


Sunday Globe as follows from this city: 


It is not generally knfcwn that Val- 


more A. Whitaker, the treasurer of the 
North Adams savings bank, Is already 
a very large land owner In another 
state. The title to no less than 1230. 
acres of Pownal lanld is vested in Mr. 
Whitaker. It may be that some of his 
friends, when th«y learn ..nis, may sus- 
pect that Mr. Whitaker is to run fn 
opposition to William C. Whitney iri 
the number of acres of land controlled. 


Mr. Whitney started 'as a Con'wayi boy 


but one of his little incidentals which 
does nbt figure largely Iu his calcula- 
tions is several thousand acres t>t land 
on October mountain Jn Washington, 
near Lenox. Mr. WMtaker, although 
lie c-ontrols the 1230 acres of land, has 
no idea of having an estate that will 
rival that of Mr. Whitney or any other 
of the Lenox magnates. 


It is a fact that some unknown friend 


of the city that is deeply interested in 
the water supply of North Adams has 
for a number of years supplied 
the 


money with which to purchase land on 
the water shed of the Broad Brook sys- 
tem, simply for the purpose of control- 
ling the supply and having it every- 
thing that water should be that is sup- 
plied to a city. 


There is no hope of money making. 


There is no scheme of purchasing land 
low and selling it to the city high. The 
unknown! friend of the city furnishes 
the money, the land is purchased, the 
title rests in the name of Mr. Whif- 
taker and when the city desires to pur- 
chase the land at the same price which 
was paid for it, the titles will be trans- 
ferred to the city. 


Of the total of 1230 acres ROW con- 


trolled by 
Mr. Whitaker, 
760 came 


from the Willard Moody tract, 175 from 
A. E. Hall of Williamstown and the 
Ames estate and another tract of 79 
acres from the Ames estate. Concern- 
ing some of the land which has been 
purchased, or which is now being ne- 
gotiated for, there has been! consider- 
able controversy. Back in 1799 a plan 
was made of certain sections of land in 
Pownal. The land was of little value 
then, and it is not specially valuaba mow 
except for watershed purposes. 


Being of little value little atte ^ion- 


was paid to the boundaries and lines. 
This is particularly true of section 15 
on the old plan* or what is supposed 
to be section 15. Some one either mis- 
laid or stole the old plan and one or 
two based quite largely on tradition 
have been made. A chestnut tree, when 
it is strong and healthy and branded 
with an iron, so that there can be no 
mistake, it all right, until time kills 
the tree, and then the boundary nolnt 
is as definite as a squirrel track that 
canrtot be seen. 


There Is a suspicion that some of the 


old sections are held for fairly high, 
prices, now that th«y are desired. The 
surveyors differ in their lines. This has 
caused considerable controversy and 
in the end, in) order to get the land, 
more than its actual value for any- 
thing except water protection will have 
to be oaid.
